MALENKOV CHIEF CLAIMANT TO MANTLE OF STALI 


Diplomats In 
Europe Think 
Premier Dead 


Washington (JP)—The name of 


Georgi M.- Malenkov. led all the j 
rest in Washington speculation on 
a. possible successor to the gravely' 
ill Joseph Stalin, but Russian spe- 
cialists said anything could hap- 
pen in the event of the Premier's 
early death. 


Malenkov, like V. M. Molotov a 


deputy premier, seems to outside 
observers to have strengthened his 
position greatly in recent years. 
He took a particularly prominent 
role in last fall's Russian Com- 
munist Party Congress. He is a 
close associate of Stalin. 


London (IP)—Moscow announc- 


ed today that Joseph Stalin is 
gravely ill after suffering a brain 
stroke. Leaders of the Communist 
satellites in Europe were reported 
called to Moscow—adding to spec- 
ulation 
that the Russian Prime 


Minister may already be dead. 
First word of the illness of the 


73-year old dictator came 
soon 


after sunup, in a Moscow broad- 
cast saying he had suffered the 
stroke Sunday night—more than 
48 hours earlier. Stalin was de- 
scribed as in a coma, with his 
body partly paralyzed and his con- 
dition grave. 


There was immediate specula- 


tion among diplomats here that 
Stalin already was dead, and that 
the Communist party was leading 
up to the disclosure of that in 
easy stages. Then East Berlin as- 
sociates of Walter Ulbricht, Com- 
munist boss of East Germany, re- 
ported he had flown to Moscow 
last night.

Demand for 60 MPH 
Limit on Turnpike 
Brings State Probe

Lancaster, vPa,-ta>)—A -.recom- 


mendation for a 60-mile-an-hour 
speed limit .along the entire Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike touched off a 
legislative investigation today on 
safety conditions on the 327-mile 
toll road across the state. 


"Few would be inconvenienced 


and probably many would have a 
greater sense of safety, security 
and-well being by reducing 
the 


speed limit from 70 to 60 miles 
an hour," said William S. Canning, 
engineering director for the Key- 
stone Automobile Club. 


There now is a speed limit of 


60 miles for automobiles on the 
western half of the turnpike. The 
east leg, ending at King-of-Prussia, 
near Philadelphia, has a 70-mile 
limit. 


Canning testified before a 10- 


member committee of the House 
and Senate of the General Assem- 
bly, set up to inquire into safety 
conditions along the famed ex- 
press highway.

Tehran, Iran 
(Jf) — Premier 


Mohammed Mossadegh kept up of- 
fensive today in his struggle for 
power with Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi, demanding that Parlia- 
ment intervene in alleged royal 
court intrigues against his govern- 
ment. 


The move was disclosed last 


night by the semi-official news- 
paper Bakhtar Emrooz as Tehran 
returned closer to normal after 
riotous demonstrations in which 
three persons were killed and an 
estimated 60 injured since Satur- 
day. 


Bakhtar Emrooz said Mossadegh 


is insisting that Parliament ap- 
proach the royal court and demand

of intrigues.

THE BUTTER SITUATION 


According to Sam Da\\son, Associated Press fea- 


ture writer, Uncle Sam is going to try this month to 
sell some of the nearly 90,000,000 pounds of butter 
he has bought up since last November. 


Dealers in Nt\v York, Dawson says, think he may 


have a hard time doing it—he's asking more than 
the present wholesale price of butter on this market. 


At the same time he announces he will continue 


to support butter prices lor another year, although 
at two cents a pound less than the 67.75 cents a 
.pound he paid for the 90,000,000 pounds. The gov- 
ernment's selling price is put at 70.75 cents for 
Grade A. 


One of the most interested watchers of the gov- 


ernment's butter troubles is the National Association 
of Margarine Manufacturers, which has been doing 
considerable crowing over the rise in consumer use 
-of' oleo last year, while butter consumption was 
falling. 


Oleo's cheaper price has been its chief selling 


point. Butter retails just now in New York around 
80 cents a pound and oleo around 30 cents. 


Citing Department of Agriculture figures, the mar- 


garine industry says its production last year to- 
talled 1,300,000,000 pounds, a jump of 23 per cent 
over 1951. 


Creamery butter output is estimated by the de- 


partment at 1,205 700,000 pounds. But the butter in- 
dustry says that pernaps an additional 200 million 
pounds were churned on the farms. 


The government got into the butter business 


again—it had a similar over-supply situation in 1949- 
50—because butter production just now is running 
15 pei cent higher than the 1947-51 average. At the 
same time consumption last year fell to 834 pounds 
per person, compared with 10^ pounds in 1950. 


As butter prices skidded, the government stepped 


in and bought up all offered at 90 per cent of parity, 
or 67.75 cents a pound. 


The new secretary of agriculture would like to get 


out af the parity support deal, warning dairy farm- 
ers it "will price them out of the market," but he's 
giving the industry another year "to solve its own 
problems."

- With 1100 
lawyers in Washington and another 500 scattered around the country 
in the 94 U. S. district attorneys' offices, no other law office can 
come close to it for size. 


Since new Attorney General Herbert Brownell took over as head 


of the firm, he has been trying to get his sprawling institution 
organized on a law-office basis. Aside from his five terms in the 
New York legislature and time off for managing the Eisenhower 
and Dewey political campaigns, all 6f the new AG's experience has 
been in a big New York law firm. So that has set his habits of work. 


Nearly every day at lunch. Mr. Brownell meets with his new 


team of top aides in order to go over new cases, decide what to 
do about them and shape up the new legal policies for the new 
administration. 
They are having their troubles. 
They want to 


reorganize the Department of Justice, end the slipshod way of 
handling the government's legal business which characterized pre- 
vious administrations, and tighten up its operations. 


(~)NE of their principal difficulties is getting good legal talent. At 
^ this writing the jobs of solicitor general and the assistant at- 
torney generalships in charge of antitrust, alien property and lands 
divisions are still vacant, though one or more of them may be filled 
before this gets in print. 


In addition to these top jobs to head up the principal divisions of 


the Department of Justice, there is a need for some 50 or more 
first-class lawyers to head various subdivisions and to handle the 
government's more important cases. 


To say that the new administration does not completely trust the 


holdovers from the Truman administration, in spite of their civil 
service status, is to understate the case. 


Truman's last attorney general, James P. McGranery. left behind 


him a list of 100 lawyers in the Department whom he thought should 
be fired, but whom he couldn't get rid of because of political pres- 
sure. 
This is cited, as an example of the advantages of changes 


of party in power every so often, just to clean out the deadwood. 
'T'HE houseclcaning is to be carried over into the offices of the 94 


U. S. district attorneys. Former Attorney General McGranery's 


order that the $7800- to 511,040-a-year DA's would have to work 
full time for the government and drop their private practice after 
next Jan. I, is being moved up to become effective immediately. 


This will probably mean a request to Congress for a pay raise for 


DA's 
and their top assistants. The feeling is that it will take more

in office will be retained if they want to slay on. Others are expected 
to be replaced as belter men are found.

the Republican administration. Bui the attorney general is expected 
to retain the right to reject nominees not considered well qualified.

Department of Justice jobs is expected to lead to some tough con- 
firmation fights. Sen. James O. Eastland of Mississippi has already 
served notice he will oppose the appointment of any one from his 
state who does not meet with his approve

YOU and 
YOUR 
CONGRESS 


Washington — What would hap- 


pen to prices if there were another 
explosion on the international front 
like the outbreak of fighting in 
Korea in June, 1950 ? 


This question is being pondered 


by many in Congress as the time 
for decision on the future of eco- 
nomic controls legislation draws 
near. 


April 30 ia the expiration date 


of the Defense Production Act 
authority for federal wage, price, 
rent and credit controls. 


Little thought is being given in 


Congress to extension of that 
authority, because most of the con- 
trols have been lifted and, also, 
many members of Congress are 
disgusted with the way controls 
have been administered under the 
A«t. 


However, while the subject of 


price control is virtually academic 
under 
present-day 
conditions, 


many members of Congress are 
wondering about the future. They 
realize that the world situation re- 
mains volcanic. They remember 
how prices rose because of scare- 
buying and loose federal credit 
control after the fighting in Korea 
began. 


There are, at the moment, three 


schools of thought in Congress on 
the future of controls legislation. 


One school, headed by Chairman 


Homer E. Capehart (R-Ind.) of 
the Senate Banking Committee, 
believes Congress should enact a 
complete set of standby controls 
for use by the President in the 
event of another 1950-style emer- 
gency. He has introduced such a 
bill, which is very much like the 
Defense Production Act, and his 
committee •will open public hear- 
ings on It soon. 


Capehart and his followers ar- 


gue that it was more than two 
months after the outbreak of the

Korean fighting before Congress 
passed a controls law and the 
country should not risk finding it- 
self in that position again. 


The second school of thought, 


which, includes Chairman Jesse P. 
Wolcott (R-Mich.) of the House 
Banking Committee and Senate 
Majority Leader Robert A. Taft 
(R-Ohio) believes a standby con- 
trols program is not necessary. 


This school contends that wage 


and price controls treat merely the 
symptoms and not the cause (ex- 
cess of demand over supply) of 
inflation. Therefore, it is argued, 
it would be a delusion to give legal 
sanction on an indefinite basis to 
wage and price controls as effec- 
tive anti-inflation measures. 


Woicott also says a program of 


standby controls "might interfere 
with long-range planning by in- 
dustry to take up the slack in the 


economy when and if 
defense 


spending slackens." 


Other arguments of the anti- 


standby school are that the gov- 
ernment's general credit control 
policy, with Avhich to deal with in- 
flation, is much sounder now than 
in 1950, and that steadily increas- 
ing supplies of goods since mid- 
1950 have erased public fears of 
any new emergency causing short- 
ages overnight. 


The third school of thought pro- 


poses sort of a compromise. For 
example, Rep. Abraham J. Multer 
(D-N. T.), of this school, a mem- 
ber of the House Banking Commit- 
tee, _ has introduced a bill that 
would authorize the President to 
invoke 
an enforceable 90-day 


freeze ofv prices, wages and rents 
in the event of "a threat to the 
economic stability or security" of 
the country. During the 90 days, 


Congress could enact a new con- 
trols law if it wished. It also 
could end the freeze immediately, 
or extend it or let it expire at the 
end of 90 days. 


"The 
international situation is 


still so precarious," Multer says, 
"that we cannot afford to leave the 
President without authority to 
protect*1 the consumers and tax- 
payers of this country against an- 
other crisis which would 
send 


prices soaring." 


The President himself says he 


will not ask Congress for a stand- 
by controls law but will not re- 
ject it if Congress offers one.

Deepest Well in Area, 5,818 
Feet, Drilled Near Tidioute 


Titusville Herald: "Deep well' 


means different things to different 
men. 


In Pennsylvania, where the aver- 


age depth of wells drilled in 1951 
was 1,800 feet—and where the all- 
time average depth is most cer- 
tainly far less than that—most oil 
producers regard as a deep well 
one which goes below the third 
sand. 


In the Titusville region the third 


sand vanes from 600 to 900 feet 
helow the surface. 


Geologists, however, regard as 


dep wells only those which are 
drilled to the Onondaga sandstone 
or deeper. The Onondaga is found 


hereabouts at 4,150 feet, approxi- 
mately. 


And again, there Is still another 


group of men to whom "deep well" 
must be one which is 10,000 to 
12,000 feet to qualify for the title. 


But if the Mid-East well, an- 


nounced 
yesterday 
for 
Eldred 


Township, Warren County, goes to 
5,819 feet it will become the deep- 
est well' ever drilled within a 25- 
mile radius of Titusville, where 
the oil industry started. At that 
depth, it will exceed by one foot 
a well drilled in-,1928 near Tidioute. 


That well, the Ulf No. 1 of the 


Fidelity Petroleum Co., was on the 
west side of the Allegheny River. 


It produced a little gas in the Red 
Medina and more in the White 
Medina, but not enough to make 
operating it a paying proposition 


Ulf No. 1 showed, according to 


the records, about 100,000 cubic 
feet of gas at its best. A real 
producer should give out with 
1,000,000 cubic feet a day or more 


The second deepest well in that 


50-mile diameter circle with Titus-- 
ville at its center, went to 5,595 
feet. It was Reeves No. 1, drilled 
in Southwest township, Warren 
county - the Grand Valley field - by 
Northern Ordnance Inc., in 1945 
It was a dry hole. The deepest 
formation tested was the White 
Medina, acording to "Summarized 
Record of Deep Wells in Pennsyl- 
vania" by Charles R. Fettke. 


The location of Reeves No. 


was at the top of the hill on Route 
27 just south of Grand Valley, 
west of the highway.

Township well, was found about 
300 feet deeper in the Northern 
Ordnance hole than Mid-East ex- 
pects to go. 


Outside the Titusvidlle circle, 


the Dempseytown Gas Company's 
well in Elk Township, Clarion 
County, in 1938 sets the pace for 
all Northwestern Pennsylvania. It 
reached down 6,110 feet. 


The deepest well in Pennsylvan- 


ia, as of Jan. 1, 1952, is 12,321 feet 
It is the California Company's No. 
1 Bennett in Sullivan County, com- 
pleted as a dry hole in 1951. The 
deepest producing' well in Pennsyl- 
vania is the American Locomo- 
tive's No. 5 Steiner in Unity Town- 
ship, Westmoreland County, a gas- 
ser at 8,014 feet in the Oriskany. 


Before the 1928 test near Tid- 


ioute, the deepest well ever drilled 
in the Titusville region was put 
down by Jonathan Watson, world's 
first oil millionaire, in the early 
L870s. The Watson well reached 
3,553 feet and was dry. No rec- 
ords were preserved of it, to the 
grief of geologists. Its location

was south of the East-Tltusville- 
lomes of Mrs. Anna Duncan and C. 
J. Burkett, probably somewhere 
on the pasture now owned by Dur- 
wood Walter*.

Attempts to discover oil and gas 


in the more deeply buried forma- 
tions under Western Pennsylvania 
have been made at intervals since 
Watson's time. The well of the 
Presque Isle Natural Gas Co., drill- 
ed to a depth of 4,4cO feet between 
1887 and 1889 in the city of Erie, 
was one of the earliest of these. 
Extensive explorations of deep for- 
mations did hot start, however, 
until 1930. Prior to that year only 
36 wells had been drilled to the 
Onondaga or deeper. In the last 
few years the drilling of deeper 
wells has been spurred by the suc- 
cess of the gas wells in the Leidy 
field, Clinton County, where 8,000 
feet is not unusual. 


Until about five years ago all 


deep Pennsylvania wells were drill- 
ed by the cable tool method— 
simply banging a sharp point 
again and again into the ground 
just as Drake put down his well 
in 1859. 'Rotary tools, which spin 
the drill into the ground, were 
used in the west to drill tremen- 
dous boles—Wyoming bas a rec- 
ord well, 20,521 feet deep—but 
were regarded as unsuitable for 
the tougher Pennsylvania rocks. 
However, rotary drilling has now 
been adapted to the East, and 
many of the deep Leidy field wells 
are drilled by mat method.

close the career of Jeffries, then

he twice knocked out Jim Corbett 
and the great Australian. Ruby 
iobert Fitzalmmons. 


His victories over Sailor Tom 


Sharkey, Gus Ruhlin and 
Joe 


Choynski rank among the fiercest 
battles In the days when prize- 
fights were long and brutal. His 
overall record: 23 fights, 11 
knockouts, 7 decisions, 2 draws, 2 
exhibitions—nand the one loss to 
Johnson. 


Born hi Carroll, O., April 15, 


1875, of Irish-American stock, Jef- 
fries was one of eight children of 
a Methodist clergyman. The fam-

to work early In railroad shops 
and" Iron foundries aa a boiler- 
maker. 


He had'his first

fight hi 1891, at the age of 16, 
knocking out Hank Griffin in the 
14th round and earning $500.

Jeffries won the
